TUe Proxrnmrae of Elaine's Trip to 
Uio West. 


NE-W YORK, September 25.—General 


Alger, of Michigan, cheered up Repub- 
lican headquarters to-day -with the light 
of his presence. He gave the committee 
the comforting assurance that the Re- 
publicans of Michigan would not require 
any financial assistance from the outside. 
General Alger left for Boston in the 
evening. He will speak there to-mor- 
row night, and at Utioa Thursday eight 
•with QoTernor Foraker. • 


Emmons Blaine was here to-day'and 


called at Eepublicau headquarters. He 
said that his father was iu excellent 
health and that he would not arrive 
hate until Friday. 
He will 
leave 


here Monday and deliver his first 
speech 
in 
the 
West 
at 
Detroit 


on October 2d. There will be no 
stops along the road other than those 
regularly made by the train, Geuerul 
Alger has tendered Blaine the use of 
his private car. Blaine may make a 
few brief remarks from the rear plat- 
form of the train along the route from 
Detroit. Blame will go to East Sag- 
inaw, where he will deliver a speech on 
October 5th. He will then proceed to 
Graucl Eapids and address u meeting 
there on October 8th. 


General Alger is exceedingly anxious 


to have Blaine visit the upper peninsula 
of Michigan. The Eepubhcana depend 
upon the upper peninsula to give the 
sufficient majority to carry the State, 
and they are desirous of getting out u.s 
big a vote there as possible. 
If Bltune 


consents, it is thought he will go to 
lapening aud speak there oo the 10th. 
If this programme is carried out he will 
proceed down the west side ol Lake 
Michigan, through Wisconsin to Chi- 
cago, making a short stop at Milwau- 
kee. 


Blaiue has not consented to speak in 


Chicago, but Colonel Davis of that city 
saya that he thinks he can induce 
Blaine to do so. From Chicago Blaine 
goes to Indiaaapolis, and will probably 
deliver three speeches in the Booster 
State. The schedule has been arranged 
so that Blaine will not be fatigued by 
the trip by being called upon (or set 
speeches except at intervals of cue or 
two days.

Ttae flamed Knight Replies to a 


Recently Pnbllsbed Slander. 


AUGUSTA (Me.), September 25.—-The 


Kennebac Journal, under the heading 
"Mr. Cockling and Mr. Blaine," will 
to-morrow publish such responses as 
Blaine desires to make to the recently 
published letter of Boscoe Conkling to 
a friend in Hew York State. Blaine 
was asked by a Kenuebeo Journal re- 
porter if he had any reply to make, and 
this was the response: "Nothing could 
induce me to enter into a controversy 
over Conkling's grave. 
During our 


joint service in Congress, seme sixteen 
years in all, we had some exasperating 
controversies, but I never spoke or 
wrote a word concerning him except 
publicly, and now that ha is dead my 
lips are sealed against every form of 
criticism or unkind expression, no mat- 
ter what may be the injustice of any of 
his surviving friends. 


Blaine said it was a great surprise to 


him thnt such a letter should be written 
by Conkling. The date shows that the 
letter was written just six days after tha 
close of an exasperating personal de- 
bate with Conkling, and if Cockling had 
intended to s»y anything of the kind he 
would have been apt to say it then and 
not immediately afterward in a private 
letter, which was not given to the pub- 
lic for twenty-two yean. The whole af- 
fair was not in accordance with Conk- 
ling's habital course in debate. 


Blaine was asked if he bad anything 


to say about the charge that he had 
made money out of recruiting funds in 
the war, and he replied that it might, 
with equal truth, be charged that he 
had made money by robbing mails or 
by piracy on the high seas. The re- 
cruiting scandal of Maine in the last 
year of the war had been investigated 
by two committees and one public com- 
mission, whose efforts Blaine said he 
aided, and there was, he says, not a 
word of evidence or even a suggestion 
or hint in any one of the three reports 
that he bad any more connection with 
the matter than had Colliding or hia un- 
wise friend who publishes this letter and 
attributes it to the dead statesman,

It is eaid that copies of the list of pen- 


sioners in each county are to be Bent to 
the Democratic County Committees, and 
a complete list to each State Committee, 
the object being to give the political 
managers an opportunity to make ad- 
vances to pensioners through the forty 
or fifty special pension agents now in 
each of the doubtful States, or through 
the County and State Central Com- 
mittee.

plaining that nothing like free trade -was 
ever intended. Even 
the 
President 


whoso denunciation of our Protectiv< 
policy aa a "vicious, inequitable anc 
illogical source of unnecessary taxation" 
rallied to his support every prominen 
free trade writer and speaker on both 
eides of the ocean, now deems it advis 


able to demand that he shall not be 
called a free trader. 
In view of certain precedent circum- 


stances, however, there are likely to be 
*onnd those who will hesitate to admit 
he adequacy of this eleventh-hour 
protest. The past attitude of the Presi- 
dent and -his party are likely to be 
deemed quite as safe criteria for conctn- 
•uous in this direction as are present 
assertions, known to be brought forth 
under pressure of extreme party emer- 
gencies. And what does such retrospect 
reveal, but sympathy and consistent 
concession to those who have loop; been 
recognized advocates of free foreign 
trade? 


Going b>ick to March 1885, the P«si- 


dent is found signalizing thf advent of 


administration by the uppointmant 


as bis counselors of two members of the 
Cobdea Club England—Messrs. Bayard 
and Lumar. One of these he put at 
the head of the Cabinet, and the other ho 
subsequently promoted to the Supreme 
Bench. 
A number of other members 


of the same free trade organization are 
now doing service as foreign Consuls, 
and, still another, Mr. Morrison, hi* 
been appointed on the. Inter State Com- 
mission ia charge of the internal com- 
n'erce of the country. The party major- 
"ty in the lower House of Congress, 


e President's approval, if not at 


dictation, elected as Speaker another 


Cobden Club member, Mr. Carlisle, 
who placed at the head of the Ways 
and Means Committee a representative 
who several ytars previonslv invoked 
blessings upon a country dedicated to 
free trudo, and who evidenced his con- 
sistency by formulating the Mills bill, 
which puts on the free list :t long array 
of articles heretofore recognized ns 
properly subjected to duties, aud ma- 
te'rinlly reduces tho protection to nearly 
every product of domestic manufactures. 


Getting outside of the Cabinet and 


Congress, the record for free trade is 
found equally clear, the support of free 
traders equally strong and consistent. 
Tho Convention that named the Presi- 
dent for re-election placed at the head of 
its Platform Committee Mr. Watterson, 
a member of the Cobden Club, and ap- 
plauded to the echo the work of that 
Committee and the still more radical 
speech of its chairman. It named for 
Vice-Prcsident a man who hus since de- 
nounced the policy of protection to 
home industries as a deception and brand- 
ed as "humbugs" those who believe 
that protection is a benefit to the labor- 
ing men of the 'lountry. 


Attracted by the consistent record 


thus made, with faith in the sincerity of 
a party thus fortified, Mr. Henry George, 
Mr. Frank Hurd, ?nd a number oC other 
free trade apostles, are already on tho 
stump advocating tho President's re- 
election us a long stride toward the goal 
of their ambition. Every foreign mail 
comes loaded with praise of their work, 
and if rumor is to be believed there is 
not wanting even more substantial evi- 
dence of British sympathy and interest 
in tbe success of the present crusade 
against Protection—thus confirming the 
British determination expressed by the 
Londotf TiuiPS, not to "rest while the 
United State-, uro unsubdued." 


No impartial etudect of the existing 


political situation can fail to recognize 
full warrant for the conclusion of Ihe 
LondoT Cbi'oniele: "It is immaterial to 
discnsi wh U Prasidont Cleveland's cru- 
sade should bo called. 
He may give it 


any nainu he likes, go long as we know 
it ia, in fact, a crusade for free tuule."

Resolved, That the question of a snflftcient 
supply of a circulating medium to maiatain a 
permanent range of the price of labor and 
property is the most important political ques- 
tion awaiting solution by the American people.
